LEVANT JEWS MURDERED 


Cowardly and Brutal Attacks 
by Arabs 


Several Jews were killed “and injured during 
aacks on Haret El Yahud—the Jewish quarter ol 
Doimascus—during the mob disturbances early this 
month, according tc reports reaching Jerusalem 
from Beirut, cables our Jerusalem correspondent. A 
number of those who were injured have now arrived 
with their families in Beirut, where they~ are 
destitute, 

They alleged that their homes had been plun- 
dered, and that they had lost most of their belong- 
ines as a result of the mob outbreaks, which had 
apparently been instigated by agitators who had 
a:oused violent anti-Jewish feeling on the ground 
that the Jews were pro-French and had actively 
served French interests. 

Che Hebrew Press reports that Jacob Franco, 4 
Jewish teacher at the Alliance Israélite School in 
Damaseus, was stoned and then stabbed to death 
whilst walking peaceably in the street with his 
young son on Saturday afternoon of fast week. The 
mod surrounded them, but the boy was able to 
them and escape.

Lt. Nahum is the son of Mrs, Elise Nahum, 
“ T indsey.”” Groby Road, Altrincham, Cheshire. 
He was a photographer im civil life, with a West 
End studio in London, taking pictures under the 
pseudonym of “ Baron.” Some of his pictures of 
the late Duke of Kem, the Duchess, and thew 
children, were reproduced all over the world.

JEWISH RELIEF TEAM’S 
FINE WORK 


Helping Jews and Non-Jews 


The Jewish Relicf Team, an account of whose 
first assigoment in liberated Europe was recently 
published in THe Jewitsu CHRONICLE, is now hard 
at work, Mr. Leonard Cohen, the Vice-President 
of the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, has 
yust retufned from Holland, and in the course of 
an article on his visit to the team writes: 

“ After quite an adventurous journey from 
Brussels through North Holland in search of our 
team. | at last tracked them down to their post 
m South Rotterdam, They had arrived there on 
Sunday, May 13, only a few days after Rotterdam 
had been freed. Conditions in Motterdam were 
worse than in any other part Holland. Ihe 
tcam was working in a slum district where many 
of the children had been neglected for years. 
was told that during the previous week there had 
been 700 deaths from starvation. Our team lost 
no time m getting to work. 

“In 48 hours the Unit had set up a compleic 
children’s emergency hospital with 150 beds, all 
of which were filled within a week, They called 
it the Shalom Hospital, in honour of their leader 
and the aim they pursuc. 

“There were many other tasks they under- 
took, such as organising the clearing up of the 
streets, removing of dead bodies from houses in 
which they had lain for days, and setting up 
scabies clinics. These—were the first and most 
urgent tasks, but in the midst of all this there was 
much they were able to do in specifically Jewish 


relief. 
Seeking Relatives 


“ They received and dealt with many inquiries 


from people anxious io gel m touch with rela- - 


tives ouiside Holland, and in South Holland, for 
civilians were still not allowed to travel between 
the two areas. They were quickly_in touch With 
the surviving leaders of the local communities, and 
whilst | was there | presided at a meeting between 
representatives. of the Utrecht and Rotterdam 
communities to discuss and make plans fer over- 
coming their common probiems. 

“It filis one with hope to see with what 
courage men who have suffered great. hardships are 
gciung to workeat once to reconstitute the com- 
munal organisations. In. January, 1945, | whilst 
Holland was still under German occupation, 
Artur Cohen, a young teacher, had already drawn 
up statutes for the re-establishment of the Rotter- 
dam branch of the United Netherlands Congre- 
ration An Executive had been appointed which 
included men who had just come out of hiding. 

“In. Rotterdam only’ 400 pefsons had becn 
registered out of the 12.000 Jews who had lived 
there before the war. This is a much lower pro- 
portion than. in anv other town in Holland where 
usually 10 per. cent of the Jews have been found 
to have survived. In Utrecht, on the other hand, 
the number of Jews estimated to be there 1s 3,000, 
which is actually in exeess of the pre-war hgure. 
In Amsterdam there were 7.6000 to 8,000 Jews leit 
out of the 80.000 who lived there before the war.

“Of the Ashkenazi synagogues, only ome was 
usable. One morning before the team moved to 
Rotterdam a young man told them of the where- 
abouts of some Scrolls of the Law which had been 
hidden in the village where they were then 
stationed. They found five Scrolls quite intact. 

“There was no Rabbi left in Rotterdam and 
Shalom Marcovitch, the leader of our team, 
officiated on Sunday, May 20, at the first marriage 
ceremony to be performed in the Synagogue since 
the occupation, 

“ The oo helped to distribute food to the 
Jewish population of South Rotterdam who were 
unable to walk the long distance to the Jewish 
feeding centre which had been set up in North 
Rotterdam, In these and many other ways they 
are helping in Jewsh relief whilst taking an 
important part in the general work of relief.

Goldrich. Hyman Lush. Sidney Kahan, Isadore Breslofsky, 
fudith Lunmzer, Irma de Miranda, Sadic Rurka, Ruth Cohen, 
Kathicen Smith, Bertha Weingrcen, Barnct Pike, and Erica 
Lunzer. 

The leader of the unit in Holland, Shalom 
Marcovitch, was chosen by the British Red Cross 
to go with one of the team on a mission to 
Germany and imvestigate the conditions of the 
Jews in the camps for displaced persons, He has 
rendered a full report which covers half a score 


of the camps. 
Italy and Austria 


A unit of the Jewish Committee for Relief 
Abroad has been working in HKaly with the 


American Joint Distributiog Committee for some 


months, and is now spread over the country from 
Naples to the Brenner Pass. 

One of its members, Mr. Hyman Yantian, has 
recently flown to Austria to see the position there. 
Miss Phyllis Gerson, the leader of the unit, is in 
Milan, organising a location and inquiry centre 
for the Jewish community. ‘Lists of Jews found 
in all the towns are sent to Rome and from there 
distributed to the other Jewish communities in 
Italy and to the offices of the “ Joint * in Europe 
and America. In this way the survivors are linked 
op quickly with relations 

Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore .has returned from 
a fortnight’s visit to. France and Belgium on 
behalf of the Central. British Fund for Jewish 
Relief and Rehabilitation. Mr. Montefiore was 
deeply impressed with the work being dorie by 
the American Joint Distribution Commitice.

Sir Robert’s American Statemen® 
A CALL FOR BASIC UNITY 


A statement was made by Sir Robert Walcy 
Cohen .on his visit to the United Siates on behalf 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association at a meeting of 
the Council of the Association on Wednesday of 
last week. The Presidert, Mr. Leonard Stein, 
presided, 

In the course of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee’s report, presented by the President, it was 
Stated : 

By direction of the Committee a letter has been addressed 
to the Secretary of State for Forcign Affairs suggesting 
that machinery should be established under which Germany, 
and where requisite her satellites, may make provision 
for: (a) The compensation on a reasonably adequate basis 
for all victims of Nazi persecution,.their descendants and 
dependants. (b) The restitution of the property of the 
victims of Nazi persecution. (c) The restoration of or 
compensation for the religious, charitabic, and other insti- 
tutions created or formerly mainiained by the victims of 
the Nazis and the formation of such new institutions as 
may seem desirable in the light of requirements of the 
post-war situation. 


Evidence of Crimes Against Jews 


Arrangememts trave now been made, jointly with the 
Board of Deputics, for the collection’ and preparation of 
evidence of crimes committed against Jews in Germany for 
submission to the United Nations Commission on War 
Crimes. 

A Conference of Jewish organisations. was convened by 
the Board of Deputics on May 23 for the purpose of con- 
sidering the position of the Jews now in German territory 
and the steps which it might be desirabic to take for their 
care by the occupying powers. Following the Conference a 
menorandum, drawn up with a view to its submission 
to the Forcian Office in the name of the organisations 
represented at the Conference, has been fully considered by 
the Commitice and a osumber of obsctvations thereon are 
being forwarded to the Board of Deputics. 


Referring to the paragraph on the care of Jews 
now in German territory, Mr. Stein said that the 
memorandum referred to had in fact not yet been 
finally settled, and that as often happened when 
a number of different organisations were con- 
cerned, agreement on a draft was sometimes rather 
difficult. But he had just: heard that there was to 
be another meeting next weck at which it was 
hoped, at any rate by the optimists, to arrive at 
Some definite and agreed conclusion. The Council 
would be -glad to see that this. very important 
question was very energetically to be taken “up. 


Explaining a “ Mystery” 


After a good deal of discussion Mr... Stein said 
that as he had been asked to dispel the “ mystery ”’ 
he would make a statement and ask the Press not 
to. report it.’ There was really no mystery at all 
about The Council agreed to the adoption of 
this course. After Mr. Stein and Mr. Anthony 
de Rothschild had spoken on the subject and there 
had been some further discussion, Mr. D. °K. 
Duncan moved that the Council, having heard an 
explariation of the paragraph,.authorised the Com- 
mittee to appoint their. representatives to. attend 
a further conference ‘ convened and. to’ vote 
accordingly, This was carried and the report 
adopted. 

In the course of the report of the Adminstra- 
tive Committee, moved by Mr. Sidney Spanyjer, it 
Stated: 


The Officers of the Committee are sow able to recom- 


mend to the Council the appointment tas Organiser] of Mr.° 


Louts Waldman, who for some years has been actively 


associated with the Jewish Friendly Society movement and. 


has served as a Mectings Officer for the London Region 
of the Ministry of Information. It is proposed that the 
appointment should be at a commencing salary of £500 
per annum and subject to determination by six months’ 
notice on cither side. 

Mr. L. Beber submitted a verbal report of the 
Schools Committee. 

The main impression, began Sir Robert, . that 
had forced itself«on him the moment he started 
his discussions in America was the serious 
divergences that were making themselves apparent 
between the various sections of Jewry 1n_ that

No Organised Conference 


They had understood, he said, that there was 
to be some kind of conference of Jewish organisa- 
tions. But he could discover nothing of that. sort. 
There was no organised thing that they could call 
“a conference’ and he was unable to find that it was 
contemplated, When he found that the centre of 
gravity had moved to San Francisco he took steps 
to fly there mmediately. At San Francisco he 
found that there were really only two Jewish 
questions that had any chance of coming up. One 
was connected with the Charter of Human Rights, 
and the other with questions connected with 
mandates, 

Sir Robert gave a picture of the way in which 
Jews were able to make contacts at the conference 
and detailed the energetic steps which had led to 
the American delegation supporting the Charter of 
Human Rights and putting it forward on_ behalf 
of the American delegation to the copference as a 
whole. 

The other question was. that of mandates. 
Here again Judge Proskauer, of the American 
Jewish Committee, played a very valuable 
part by taking out the point which 
was absolutely germane to the San Francisco con- 
ference, which was not engaged on _ detailed 
planning but on setting. up machinery for the 
future plans. for the . world. He (Judge 
Proskauer) wrote a letter endorsing the point that 
whatever might happen in regard to mandatory 
countries, there should be no diminution of the 
existing rights of any section or group of the 
countries that now formed the subject of a 
mandate,. That emphasised that there should be 
no reduction, as a result of the mandatory pro- 
visions, in the case that they all had in .mind, of 
whatever might be the legal rights of the Jews in 
Palestine. That was accepted by everyone and

POALE ZION CONFERENCE 


Mr. Ben-Gurion on the Political 
Situation 


Mr. David Ben-Gurion gave the principal address 
at this year’s Poale Zion—the Jewish Socialist 
Labour Party’s—National Conference, which was 
held on Sunday at the Bonnington Hotel, South- 
ampton Row, W.C. 

e Chairman of the Poale Zion, Dr. S. Leven- 
berg, enumerated the achievements of the Party 
during the past five years. He referred to some 
correspondence in THE JewisH CHRONICLE under 
the heading “ Pigs in Palestine.” Writers, said Dr. 
Levenberg, had dealt with a statement about pigs 
in some Jewish settlements, and it was interesting 
that the Jerusalem correspondent of Tue Jewisn 
CuronicLe had stated that there was not the 
slightest foundation for these statements. He men- 
tioned this, because the spiritual health of the 
community and of the movement was very impor- 
tant from their point of view. and although they 
had the greatest possible respect for Jewish tradi- 
tion, Jewish religion and observances, they must 
state that this desire to take them back to the 
olden times of suppression and totalitarian ideas 
was wrong. Applause.) 

In presenting the report of the National Execu- 
tive, Mr. I. Jezierski said that their influence in the 
English Zionist Federation had been maintained. if 
not increased, Fhat influence was a constructive 


one. 

Mr. A. Richtiger, who presided over the next 
session, voiced the Conference's admiration of the 
way in which Mr. Maurice Rosetté had conducted 
the affairs of the Socialist-Zidnist idea at the last 
Labour Party Conference. 

Mr. Rosetté made it clear that they had alwavs 
asserted in regard to the Jewish Community of this 
country that there existed no specific Jewish vote. 
But so far as the Poale Zion was concerned. the 
Labour Party to which it is affiliated had the right 
to expect Poale Zion members and the organisation 
to throw in their full weight in order to secure 
the election of Labour candidates: It would not 
be difficult, he acuced, to make out a very clear case 
as to why people who were interested in the Jewish 
cause should regard the return of a Labour Govern: 
ment as being m the interests of the cause. They 
had friends im every party. But there was no othe 
party in this country which had made a declara- 
tion of such-a clear character in regard to the 
Jewish future in Palestine as had the Labour Parts 


Guidance Asked For 


Mr. Walter Ettinghausen referred to the case o! 
Mr. Stokes (Labour M.P. for Ipswich), and asked 
for guidance in the case of constituencies where 
there might be a Conservative member who had 
¢iven consistent support to the Zionist cause tn the 
House of Commons. Individual Jews, even if- they 
were left-wingers, he said, felt that they would be 
doing violence to their common sense and to thei 
feclings. of gratitude in voting against such a 
candidate. 

Replying, Mr. Rosetté said it was a recognised 
practice in this country that to whatever party they 
belonged there was what was called a conscience 
clause: The introduction of unnecessary compltica- 
tions did not help. They must approach the matte 
im a spirit of common. sense. 


Dr. Levenbérg declared that the onty way to- 


make an end of their abnormal: posiuion in the 
world was the creation of a Jewish Siate. . 

Mr. Ben-Gurion said he could sum up the poll- 
tical situation in (wo. words-——White Paper. Not 
only Jews. but non-Jews, had denounced as. a 
breach of faith, as a stain on British honour, and 
aS a piece of political stupidity. . The same people 
happened to rule England now.” And yet the White 
Paper stood. The losses of the British Empire in 
ihe war in Europe were a few hundred thousand 
in killed, wounded, and missing. Well, the Jews 
had lost only 5,000.000!. As far as the small Jewish 
people were concerned there was no Downing 
Street, no White House, and no Kremiin to give 
out the figures. There was a world conference 
called at San Francisco to establish a new order 
of Peace, Justice, Freedom—not one Freedom, but 
four’ Freedoms. Theré were some 50 representa- 
tives at this Conference, including one from: Iraq, 
which had declared war twice. Once, when the war 
was practically over, they had declared war on 
Germany, and when the war was going on and 
when Rommel was at El Alamein, they: had de- 
clared war on England, and it wasn't a paper decla- 
ration. as the last one was. Well, their. trends 


from Iraq were invited there by the United Nations 


who had fought Hitler. But the Jews were not 
invited! Mr. Churchill, said Mr. Ben-Gurion, be- 
came the heir of the late Mr. Neville Chambertain, 
and was continuing the same policy of breach. ot 
faith and of political stupidity, That was 
the situation. and he wanted them not. to de- 
ceive themselves. The first thing. about. political 
wisdom was to face up to things as they: are 


Nice Declarations Not Fnough 


Mr. Ben-Gurion: said that for the policy of 
attempting to perpetuate ‘the White Paper the 
Labour leaders were as much responsible as Mr. 
Churchill. They should not, he urged, rest satistied 
with nice declarations which were no more imple- 
mented when they were made by Mr, Churchill 
than when they were made by their own friends of 
the Labour Movement. He did not suggest that 
Mr. Churchill or their: Labour friends were not 
sincere. But they did. mot realise the urgency of 
their position. | 

They were not going to be as naive as they were 
after the last war and believe that they were on the 
eve of a new world of universal fraternity, What had 
happened at San Francisco did mot encourage the 
view that after this war there was going to be 
eternal peace. He was afraid there were a number 
of people who were glad that Hitler had solved 
iheir Jewish problem—some people at the Colonial 
Office who thought that “after all, we have got 
rid of some of these would-be immigrants to Pales- 


tine.’ But im spite of what had happened,to the 


Jews, he still believed there was a human conscience 
in this country and in other countries. 

Engineer Reiss, who has returned from a visit to 
France and Belgium, referring to the many Jewish 
children who had lived for many years and were 
still living with Christians, said that every day that 
they delayed taking these children back would make 
the task more difficult. 

A discussion followed and the concluding address 
was given by Mr. Berl Locker. He had just heard, 
he said, that before the Regent of Iraq went to 
America, the heads of the Jewish Community of 
Bagdad were called in and asked to sign a declara- 
tion that they were satisfied with their position in 
raq, and that they rejected Zionism as being con- 
trary to the interests of Eastern Jewry. “I say.” 
Mr. Locker told the Conference, “ this is a posi- 
tion where a whole community of hundreds of 
thousands is being put under pressure of permanent 
blackmail.” 


WHITE PAPER STRANGULATION 


The White Paper, by curbing development in 
Palestine, hinders that country’s help in the develop- 
ment of the entire Middle East, said Dr. Walter 
Lowdermilk, the American Government soil expert. 
when he addressed the gathering at a dinner given 
in New York on Sunday night by. the Society. for 


the Advancement of the Haifa Technicum. 


It was announced at the dinner that $250,000 had 
already been raised towards the goal’ of $500,000 fo: 
the Brigadier Kisch Memorial.

PASTOR NIEMOLLER 
The Legend and the Facts 


By RABBI MAX SCHENK 
(Minister, Temple Emanuel, Sydney) 


In the summer of 1937, Sherwood Eddy, inter- 
nationally famous Y.M.C.A. worker, took a party 
of SO clergymen, lecturers, writers, professional 
and public figures on a tour of Europe. The pur- 
pose of the “ Sherwood Eddy Seminary,’ as it 
was called, was to study at first-hand the economic, 
political, social, and religious conditions of the 
principal European countries, 

Our first stop was Berlin. In June, 1937, the 
only organised opposition to Hitler was the Con- 
fessional Church of Luther headed by Dr. Martin 
Niemoller. It was therefore with much interest 
and great anticipation that we heard that a meet- 
ing had been planned for us with the leaders 
of this church in opposition, 

Fifty of us crowded into the living room and 
hall of the small flat of Dr. Richter, retired Pro- 
fessor of Theology at Berlin University—to hear 
Dr. Martin Niemoller, Bishop Dibelius, and 
another Bishop whose name esca me at this 
length of time. 

The secrecy of Our Movements prior to entermeg 


this flat, the peculiar knocking at the door to 
gain admission, the fear of discovery, and so 
forth, heightened our excitement, 


Dr. Niemoller outlined for us the basis of his 
opposition to Hitler. It was on the question of 
the Aryan paragraph of the Nuremberg laws. (In 
that paragraph Huler made no distinction between 
the Jew who remained one and the Jew who had 
been baptised.) The State, he said, had no right 
to interfere with the teachings and aims of the 
church and its sway over the souls of men. The 
Confessional League would resist all attempts by 
the Church Ministry appointed by Hitler to con- 
trol and dictate to them with tegard to church 
policy. Outside of the right and privilege of the 
church, Dr. Niemoller was prepared to render 
homage to the State and its ministers in the interests 
of Germany. He finished his peroration with the 
words: “Das Wort Goties gegen das Wort 
Mannes.” “It is the word of God as opposed 
to the word of man.” 

After his address we asked questions and mine 
was: “Can't you see, as we do, that no com- 
promise is possible between Christianity and 
Nazism: that they can’t be bedfellows; that it is 


not Christianity m partnership with Nazism, but. 


rather Christianity versus Nazism? 
one or- the other! 


A Hun at Heart 


He could not see my point or comprehend the 
question, He still thought compromise was 
possible. And that was why he was able, while 
in the concentration camp, to write to Admiral 
Raeder voluntecring for submarine service, Hitler 
was right and Germany was right in their quest 
for power and dominaiion. .He was prepared to 
give his life in the crusade against. civilisation. 
His only reservation was that his institutien—his 
church and no other—was to be given special 
privilege in a Totalitarian State which arrogated 
all privileges and rights to itself! Ethically and 
morally his ming was so, warped by his German 
patriotism that he could. not. see the obvious truth. 

Shortly before the gathering broke up, I had 
the chance to ask him: * What do you’ think 
about the Jewish situation in Germany? ” 

Whatever esteem | had for him vanished at the 
instantaneous reaction in word, gesture, and tone 
cvoked by my question. His .tone became sharp 
and acrid. He flung his hands violently around 
his head and said, “ There are too many Jews. in 
Germany!” Such a remark from a man in his 
position was sevealing. At that time there were 
no more than 350,000 Jews in a Germany ol 
70,000,000 people. 

It is difficult to: understand: how this “ honest ” 
man could live. in. Germany, before he was 
arrested, during four’years of Hitler purges, con- 
centration camps, tortures, and murders, inflicted 
especially upon the Jews, and yet remain silent 
and never raise his voice in thunderous denun- 
ciation of all this injustice and inhumianily, as 
Cardinal Faulhaber did. He alleges he did not 
know about the. atrocities. Strange, indeed,. since 
everyone else seemed to know about them 

The fact is that Niemoller, a submarine com- 
mander in the Jast war; was an early Nazi and 
marched by she side of Hitler in the early days 
of the party. He became a minister of religion in 
1929. “At no time did he denounce Nazism! ‘His 
resistance to Hitler-was purely to achieve a com- 
promise in order to protect and © preserve the 
limited freedom trom State control of his own 
Confessional Church. He was not. as such, a 
champion of freedom, or liberty, or of the rights 
of man, Had he really been an opponent of the 
Nazis he would have been dead long ago. 

His atiilude towards the Jews, his offer to fight 
on the side of Nazi Germany against civilisation, 
and his. recently expressed willingness, since the 
defeat of Germany. to “render unto Caesar” 
homage and subservience in nearly all matters are 
sufficient to indicate that he has. been spiritually 
practically a Nazi, and. that the . concentration 
camp has not converted him. Even now after 
liberation he does not condemn Nazism and its 
aims, but naively expresses his horror and shock 
over the photographs and tales of the concentra- 
lion camps 

In face of the example of Dr. Niemoller, the 
intransigent and sill unrepentant German patriot, 
can we be so naive as to believe that the regenera- 
ition and conversion. of the German people from 
Nazism. will be anything but a long, slow, and 
gradual

CZECH JEWS’ TRIBULATIONS 


Jews returning to Czechoslovakia, far from 
being welcomed home with open arms, have met. 
particularly im Slovakia, with a great deal ot 
hostility, Dr. Imrich Rosenberg, deputy head of 
the Repatriation Department of the Czechoslovak 


Go®rmment, stated in an interview with a 
J.T.A. correspondent in Prague. 

Dr. Rosenberg said that while some towns 
welcome Jews returning from Theresienstad: Pas 


martyrs, a more general reaction is one of surprise 
that any Jews are still alive, and discomfiture 
at the thought that they will want their jobs and 
property back. 

He estimated that only about 15,000 of the 
country’s 350,000 Jews survive, and most of these. 
he said, want to emigrate to Palestine because of 
the increased anti-Semitism in Czechoslovakia. 
According to Mr. Stefan Engel, Secretary-Gencra! 
of the Prague Jewish. community during - the 
occupation, and now a member of the committce 
which ts liquidating the Nazi Commissariat for 
Jewish Affairs, the Communist newspaper in 
Prague has been the only one thus far to advocate 
giving back their jobs to the Jews. 

The situation in Prague is further complicated 
by the fact that it has become.a centre for Jewish 
survivors trom Germany and Poland seeking thei: 
families. Nearly 10,000 have wandered in from 
slave camps hoping to pick -up news of their rela- 
tives. The presence of German Jews is already 
being exploited by anti-Semites, who are attacking 
the Jews as German nationals.

LUXEMBURG ALSO INFECTED 


Although the Luxemburg .Government 1s. well 
disposed towards the Jews, the anti-Semitism which 
resulted from the Nazi occupation is creating serious 
difficulties for the few hundred Jews who have 
returned, according to Captain Henry Cerf, a 
Luxembureer in the British Army, who is in 
Luxemburg with a Shaef mission. 

Four hundred Jews-returrnied, mostly from France, 
but some of them, finding Luxemburg an unhappy 
home, left again for France and Belgium. The 
administrative personnel is largely the same as dur- 
ing the period of collaboration and is saturated 
with anti-Semitic elements: One official openly re- 
marked: “{f don't care what happens to~ those 
Jews.” 

Returning Jews find it most difficult to. secure 
dwellings since their homes, having been taken over 
by Nazis, are now classified as enemy property, 
and as such have been requisitioned for use by 
the military. Practically all Jews were small busi- 
nessmen and professionals. Their. businesses and 
shops have been sequestrated pending hearings for 
restitution. Meanwhile the Jews cannot earn a 
living. 

Most of the Jews are only. concerned with the 
possibility of emigrating. One Jew told a J.T.A: 
correspondent: “If a Jew comes back here it is 
a mistake. If he comes back with children m 1s a 
crime.” 


Sufferers Still Suffer

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UNITED SYNAGOGUE CRISIS 


THE question whether the United Synagogue, or its 
Honorary Officers, have the right to support the refusal by 
Hon. Officers of a Constituent Synagogue to answer a 
summons to appear before the Chief Rabbi's Beth Din was 
discussed last Monday at a special meeting of the United 
Synagogue in a debate which lasted four hours. It would 
not have detained an English court of law for even thirty 
minutes, for the questions at issue were simple and clear 
as noonday. In Jewish law, according to a undnimous 
pronouncement of all six Dayanim, “it is the bounden 
religious duty of any Jew or Jewish organisation to obey 
a summons of the Beth Din of his community, whatever 
be the subject at issue.” How could the Hon. Officers of 
the United Synagogue, a body established solely and basic- 
ally to promote the interests. of Orthodox Judaism, be 
justified in taking the attitude that they themselves 
must be the judges as to what cases were suitable for sub- 
mission to the Beth Din and what were ‘not? 


At the end of Monday's discussion, the President calmly | 


suggested that the meeting should “ evade the issue.” This, 
in effect, was what the apologists for the U.S. Hon. Officers 
had been doing with tireless iteration throughout the debate. 
Mr. FRANK Sawuet, for instance, declared somewhat 
pompously that every British citizen—Jew or non-Jew— 
had an inalienable right to go to the Courts of the land if 
he so desired, and that if he did so desire, no one had the 
right “to brand him as a bad Jew.” The Beth Din has 
never disputed that right, and it is pointless and disin- 
genuous to suggest that any such claim is made in the 
matter. The Beth Din holds firmly, as it has always done, 
to the Jewish principle that the law of the State is the law. 
What it does assert, however, is that if a person flouted 
the Beth Din’s summons he was not exercising a citizen's 
rights but breaking an important Jewish law. 

The same irrelevance clouded much else of the defence. 
Thus it was argued that if the Warden who figured in the 
dispute and who had been mulcted in damages had gone 
to the Beth Din and the decision had gone in-his favour, 
his Synagogue might have been instructed to repay. the 
money to him-—-a decision that would have been a violation 
of the British law which forbids indemnifying against com- 
mon law damages. But here again there was a misleading 
attempt to make out that the Jewish Court was seeking to 
exercise a power which it has never sought and certainly 
would never dream of assuming. Its invariable practice 1s, 


of course, to recognise absolutely the judgments of the’ 


Courts of the realm, though incidentally it may be men- 
tioned as an indication of the Beth Din’s judicial quality 
that no instance is on record in which the Courts have 
invalidated the Beth Din’s decision. Both the above conten- 
tions most decidedly evaded the whole issue, which ts 
that if a Jew 1s called by the Beth Din he is bound tn 
Jewish law to appear, whether he thinks his position in 
the dispute right or wrong. No one for one moment sug- 
gests that he is bound to do so in English law. 
cannot have it both ways. He cannot both flout Jewish 
law and lay claim to being an orthodox Jew within any 
sincere, let alone legal, definition of that term. 

The same stupid or deliberate confusion ran through 
most of the argument based 6n what the United Syna- 
gogue Act did or did not provide, or what the regulations 
of that body laid down. In the matter at issue, such con- 
siderations did not matter a rap and were totally irrelevant. 
If an aggrieved party should feel that anything in English 
law ruled out the jurisdiction of the Beth Din for what- 
ever reason, whether on the ground of English common 
law or on that of the United Synagogue Act, then he should 
attend the Beth Din and, present his argument to that 
eflect. If he just disregards the Beth Din’s summons or 
tries to impose idiotic terms such as that his attendance 
shall be to no other purpose than to afford an opportunity 
lor the Dayanim to gaze upon his handsome person— 
then that is a flouting of the Beth Din and of Jewish law. 
This, as Mr. Samuel must be aware, is, mutatis mutandis, 
the invariable rule in the Courts of this land in cases where 
their jurisdiction is impugned. 

It must be added that the attempt to distinguish between 


religious and secular Jewish law, and thereby to confine 


the Beth Din to certain kinds of disputes, is, in any case, 
futile, if not downright mischievous. Jewish law is a way 
of life, as our people proudly and rightly proclaim, and 
hardly an instance can be cited in which it would not have 
something to say, and something upon which to adjudicate. 
li the artificial line of demarcation laid down last Monday 
were accepted, the Beth Din might just as well close its 
doors, for its value, and indeed its Jewish justification, 
would be gone. That effect certainly would have already 
begun to operate if the Hon. Officers’ suggestion that it 
should withdraw its intervention in the case under con- 
sideration had been meekly obeyed. The domination of the 
Religious Court by the ruling power in the United Syna- 
gogue would inevitably follow. It would, as the Beth Din 
pointed out, be the first step in religious chaos and com- 
munal ruin in Anglo-Jewry, tantamount to the assertion 


that“ there is neither Religious law nor Judge in Israel,” 


and a virtual secession from Orthodox Judaism. 
it cannot, in fact, be too strongly stressed that this whole 


But he 


matter is no mere tiny communal dispute, all sound and 
fury and signifying nothing. It raises the question whether 
it is Jewish law. the Torah, with its clear and unequivocal 
recognition of the law of the land, which is to be the un- 
challengeable test of Jewish orthodoxy; or whether it is to 
be some no doubt well-meaning but perhaps Jewishly 
ignorant and not too Jewishly loyal layman who shall 
have the effrontery to attempt to alter and tamper with 
God's Law according as it suits the views of that layman 
or his particular conceptions of the desirable. Such a 
blasphemous travesty of Judaism, or the maintenance of 
Judaism, needs no elaboration to evoke the resentment and 
contempt it deserves: To describe the establishment of such 
standards as the maintenance of Orthodox Judaism would 
amount to a betrayal and a fraud. If Jewish law is found 
too great a burden for those who are called upon to submit 
to it, they are perfectly free to abandon it in its entirety, 
and no Rabbi and no Beth Din would dream of calling 
them to book. But they must not claim that they are main- 
taining Orthodox Judaism thereby, or that the body they 
thus direct is Jewishly orthodox, or expect a Beth Din to 
pronounce décisions in Jewish law upon those parti- 
cular tases which, having tried them first themselves, 
they toss to it for its decision. In all this matter 
it is not; as some seem erroneously to imagine, a case of 


fighting against clerical domination or against dpmination. 


by the Chief Rabbi. It is not a fight against the Beth Din 
or the Rabbis or the Chief Rabbi. It is a fight against the 
Jewish Law, against Orthodox Judaism, against the religion 
which the United Synagogue was given its Act of Parlia- 
ment to maintain. Perhaps our great religionists who are 
not particularly troubled by thoughts of their duty to God 
will think twice before showing disrespect for the Imperial 
Parliament, whose predecessor entrusted them with certain 
duties on a clear understanding of what the purpose of the 
United Synagogue was to be. | 

This question touches upon yet another fundamental 
issue, whether the authority of the Chief Rabbinate 
—a precious instrument and symbol of umty in 
an otherwise distracted ill-knit community—is 
tio be undermined and destroyed and usurped at 
this most perilous of all moments. Only those who 
know the circumstances in important Jewish communt- 
ties where there is no Chief Rabbinate can appreciate the 
inestimable boon of. this office and its priceless value to 
Anglo-Jewry. It is not too much to say that the existence 
of the Chief Rabbinate alone gives to Anglo-Jewry what 
dignity and status it possesses as a Community in the eyes 
of our non-Jewish neighbours, and saves us from being 
regarded as little better than a religious rabble. 

An honourable and precious institution is not.to be dis- 
honoured by a mean and unmannerly sneer such as Mr. 
Samuel allowed himself to level at the Chief Rabbi and 
certain unnamed “ influences.” Not personalities, however 
bitterly at variance, but principles are in issue, and indeed 
the very competence of the United Synagogue itself, which 
must either function as legally prescribed—as an organ for 
the furtherance of Orthodox Judaism—or get out. There is 
no middle way and no room for meaninglgss and futile 
compromises, and one can only trust that the Council, 
when consideration of the subject is resumed, will speak 
in this sense and in no halting tone. A United Synagogue 
that refuses to submit to Jewish Law would be an organised 
hypocrisy, an affront alike to honesty, sincerity, and reason. 


THAT © JEWISH VOTE” 

THe justification or otherwise. of what is called “the Jewish 
Vote” still continues to be debated and, as will be seen in .he 
news columns, figured in. the interesting proceedings of the 
Poale Zion conference this week. Mr. Maurice Rosette, it 
appears, took the view that while it had always been asserted 
that no such vote existed in this country, yet so far as Poale 
Zion was concerned, the Labour, Party to which it was 
affiliated had the sight to expect its members and the organisa- 
tion to throw in their full weight in order to secure the election 
of Labour candidates. If this means that the Poale Zion being 
affiliated to the Labour Party, its members could rightly be 
expecied to vote Labour at the elections, such an attitude is 
merely plain logic. It does not really touch the specific issue 
of a Jewish vote. Much more to that point was the question 
asked by another delegate, who wanted to know what course 
a Jewish elector should take if, say, he normally supported 
Labour, but found that in his constituency the Conservative 
candidate was consistently pro-Zionist and his Labour 
opponent conspicuous for zeal in the opposite direction. But 
even this hypothetical question did not really. embrace the 
issue, since it dealt with more or less isolated instances of 
constituencies here and there and not with the marshalling of 
the whole Jewish voting power in the country—an. achieve- 
ment in fact quite impossible—in the interests of any one 
“arty in the State. In such cases as the delegate at the: Poale 
Zion conference described it 
groups of individuals, in those areas to grasp the fact that 
the implementation of the Balfour Declaration was of such 
great consequence alike to Jewish interests, to British honour, 
to British interests, and to future world peace as to transcend 
Party differences in the field of domestic policy. . But suppose 
a Jewish elector were called upon to choose between a candi- 
date virulently anti-Jewish and another not so afflicted. In 
this case he could surely not be expected, as it happens, either 
in his own interests or those of the whole country, to feel any 
hesitations; nor would truly British public opinion demand that 
he should. In the past, we have seen particular sections of the 
British public—the licensed - victuallers, for example—com- 
bining at election time for their mutual protection. How much 
more justified would such an attitude be on the part of Jews 
in the case of an anti-Semitic candidate.

SIR ROBERT'S PLAN 


REPORTING on his recent visit to the United States on bchalf 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, Sir Robert Waley Cohen 
cited, as his main impression, the serious divergences between 
the various sections of Jewry there. The much-canyacceg 
conference of Jewish organisations had, he said, not materia). 
ised. He pressed the view that the time had come when 4) 


‘those who represented “ serious sections” of Jewish Opinion 


in the United Nations should take steps to achieve the greatey 
possible measure of agreement on the subject of reconstryc. 
tion, This achieved, the various organisations here and jp 
America could urge consideration of the agreed programme 
through their respective Governments on behalf of they 
respective communities. There js, of course, nothing new jp 
this proposal; what would indeed have been novel would have 
been a unanimous resolve to carry it into effect, followed py 
immediate action to match. It is good, however, to note tha; 
Sir Robert has been so roused by its necessity; and doubly so 
that he objects to the proposed discussion and consultation 
being designated a “ conference ’-~a form of gathering which 
is three a penny in the community just now, which raises 
extravagant hopes, and, in its more pretentious form of 
“congress,” usually ends in waste of money and often jp 
positive as well as negative damage to the Jewish cause. Much 
more sensible and practical was Sir Robert's preference for 
consultations, with a view to reaching an extensively agreed 
programme for which the participants could obtain the cenuine 
adherence of their “ constituent bodies.” For this, no elaborate 
machinery would be required, no costly organisers and layish 
impressive office accommodation—only exchange of views by 
men bent on achjeving results, undiverted by the lures of the 
limelight, and concerned only with the Jewish people < {future 
Obviously, the shortest way to the realistic handline of the 
situation would have been the setting up in Palestine of a self- 
governing Jewish Community with the normal right of a 
Government to speak at International Assemblies, and jn ite 
case with the consequent right to speak at any rate for the 
majority of Jews, of all those Jews, that is to say. to whom 
the distinctive survival of Jewry is a real concern 


CHILDREN FROM THE DEATH CAMPS 


SATISFACTION will be felt at the announcement made by Mr 
Otto Sehiff in our columns this week, of the permission 
granted by the Home Office for 1,000 children (mostly Jewish) 
to come from the German camps to this country, To keep 
these little ones, as indeed to retain: their elders, in the hateful 
surroundings of the death camps could only be to impose 
a serious handicap, in Some cases perhaps fatal, upon their 
chances of full restoration to physical and mental health. 
The number to be brought here is, of course, only a tiny 
fraction of the total of the children dnvolved, but nevertheless 
it IS some contribtition to the humane treatment of those who 
have survived the Nazi barbarities. What is to happen to 


‘them when convalescence has been completed need not be 


discussed at this moment though it can assuredly not be far 
from the mind of all concerned with the tragic problem. 
Meanwhile, one fact is plain and beyond dispute: if there 
had been no such organisation as the Central British Fund. 
ready to remove all doubts on the part of the authorities lest 
the rescued children. might have involved a charge upon the 
public funds, these thousand children would have been con- 
demned to remain with the rest of their poor wretched fellow- 
Victims in their present slaughter-house surroundings. So the 
existence of that Fund has made possible a new start for them 
in their young lives, and established the principle of Jewish 
brotherhood in a fine and realistic manner. With that demon- 
stration and encouragement before us, there can be no doubt 
as to the duty of Anglo-Jewry to this great philanthropic 
undertaking. Every penny withheld from it may turn. the 
balance between a Jewish life saved or a. Jewish death. 


ALTERNATIVES TO ZIONISM 

WRITING in THe Times in his capacity as Executive Director 
of the Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Committee, Rabbi 
Dr. Solomon Schonfeld’ makes some interesting suggestions 
for the treatment of the “stateless” Jews in Germany, who 
are unable and unwilling to settle in any Continental country, 
He quotes, in support of his contentions, the testimony of 
British Chaplains who are assisting in caring for these .pitiable 
brother Jews, and who stress the need to provide them with 
some kind of status, with special attention, and with’ a /uiure 
io correspond with their cifcumstances and necessities, and 
pleads that it should not be beyond British ingenuity to supp!) 

Yet we are bound to say that the greatest value of 
the Rabbi's suggestions appears, on close examination, to reside 
only in their vivid revelation of the extraordinary difficult) 
and complexity of the problem. Indeed, it is not too much 
to say that there is hardly one of these suggestions. though

not particularly. interested reader, that can be shown 
upon examination to be practicable.

Dr, Schonfeld, by his proposal, if he has not 
done “Jewish Palestine” an unpremeditated injury, hes Pr 
vided a magnificent argument for the Zionist case by 
bringing the only alternatives to the reductio ad absurdum.

VICAR OF LEEDS ON 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


** Bound to Lead to War”’. 


MIXING OF SCHOOL-CHILDREN 
ADVOCATED 


The Rev. A. S. Reeve, Vicar of Leeds, in an 
address at Allerton High School Speech-Day, said 
that “any forn of anti-Semitism is, in the end, 
bound to lead to war.” 

It was most important, he urged, that “ there 
should be close co-operation between us and the 
Jewish people.” 

Leeds had a large population of Jews. “ They are 
loyal citizens of our country. They have done ex- 
cellent service on behalf of our land and of our 


cry. 

lie understood that between one-fourth and one- 
third of the members of Alicrton High School were 
of the Jewish faith, said the Vicar. He was glad 
of this because it provided an admirable oppor- 
tunity for greater understanding. It was essential 
that there should be understanding between the 
Christian and Jewish peoples, and the secret of it 
lay in the schools. 

The Vicar told Tue JewitsH CHRONICLE corre- 
spondent of his abhorrence of racial discrimination, 
and said that the persecution of the Jews was one 
terrible features of the Nazi regime, 
and it would be a tragedy if it were allowed to 
survive. 

He considered that “it is most important that 
Jewish and Gentile childfen should mix together 
in the schools on_terms of complete equality so that 
they really come to know and trust one another. 
Children are surprisingly sensitive, and if a child 
feels that he is being treated differently from those 
with whom he comes into contact at school, it will 
undoubtedly leave its mark upon him for the whole 
of his life. I very much hope, therefore, that all 
schools which have a fair proportion of Jewish 
children in them will do their utmost to see that 
this problem is tackled with energy; for the out- 
look for the future is indeed black’ if racial dis- 
crimination ts once again allowed to appear.” 


Since the Leeds and District Jewish Children’s 
Convalescent Home was vacated by the Refugee 
Committee; renovations have been made costing 
over £1,000. The home is now ready to be occupied 
by the first. batch of 30 children. 


JEWISH LITERARY SOCIETY 


At the fifth annual meeting of the Leeds Jewish 
Literary Society it was stated that the member- 
ship had risen to more than 100 and that success- 
ful activities had been carried out by the literary, 
dramatic, music and social sections. Miss Anita 
- President, was in the chair. 

The Rev. Isaac Cohen, Hon President, in his 
Presidential Address on “ The Contribution of 
Jewish Youth to World Peace,” urged the partici- 
pation of the Society in the activities of the newly 
formed Federation of Jewish Youth Societies, 
and emphasised the importance of visits to 
youth organisations of other countries. Resolu- 
tions were adopted supporting relief and rehabili- 
tation work in Europe, calling for suitable per- 
manent accommodation for the Society, and for 
the arrangement of frequent inter-visits with other 
societies. 

The Treasurer's report, presented Mr. 
Selwyn Crawford, showed that £280 been 
given to charities during the year. 

The following were clected: Selwyn Crawford, 
President; Doris Kline, Vice-President; Estelle 
Ziff and Doris Crawford, Hon. Secretaries; Max 
Saunders, Treasurer; Cyril Morris, Chairman, 
Music Section; Barbara’ Fainer, Chairman, 
Dramatic Section; and Ralph Canetti, Chairman, 
Social Section.

EDUCATIONAL NEEDS IN 
MANCHESTER 


The Council of the Manchester Talmud Torah 
Schools and Hebrew Education Board, at a recent 
meeting discussed the need for the extension of 
Jewish educational facilities. 

The President, Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., who was 
in the chair, dealt with the scheme for withdrawing 
children from county schools for religious instruc- 
tion in accordance with the Education Act, which 
is being prepared by the Principal of the Talmud 
Torah, the Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki.. 

Dr. Slotki said that the present accommodation 
was altogether inadequate. The Central Synagogue 
Branch, with more than 200 pupils, was over- 
crowded, and additional rooms would have to be 
built, by arrangement with the Synagogue, as soon 
as the necessary permit could be obtained. In 
the meantime a suitable house in the vicinity —_ 

r 


be adapted. New branches were needed in ot 


in Cheetham * Hill 
and Kent Street, 


districts in addition to those 
Road, Middleton Road, 
Broughton. 

The first steps in the formation of a North Man- 
chester Synagogue Branch at Cheltenham Crescent 
had been taken and the prospects of opening a 
branch in a Salford district were being explored. 

Hundreds of children, Dr. Slotki continued, par- 
ticularly girls, were still without any Hebrew educa- 
tion. When the Central Synagogue Classes were 
run by the Synagogue Committee the number of 
pupils was about 30. When the Talmud Torah took 
over (on the day after Manchester's biggest air 
raid, when the main school was seriously damaged), 
they started with 40 children. The numbers steadily 
rese until the 200 mark was passed. With further 
effort this number could be doubled ; so could that 
at other branches. 

Augmentation of staff, decent salaries, and the 
provision of social amenities in all branches, Dr. 
Slotki urged, were among the essential factors in the 
modernisation and advancement of the Talmud 
Torah Schools. 

Mr. E. Raffles, Treasurer, said that they hoped 
to induce the brightest pupils of the Talmud Torah 
to join a reorganised Teachers’ Training College to 
be run in co-operation with the Jewish Education 
Board. The locale of this college would be the 
main building of the Talmud Torah in Bent Street, 
which would also continue to house the Study 
Circles as a centre for Jewish adolescents and also 
serve as the headquarters of organised Jewish educa- 
tion in Manchester and its environs. 

During a discussion on the provision of Hebrew 
in secondary schools, Rabbi Dr. Altmann offered to 
take a class at the Manchester Grammar. School. 

Mr. Judah J. -Slotki pointed to the advantages 
for Hebrew education through the Community's 
contacts with its children through county schools.

VICAR OF LEEDS ON 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


“ Bound to Lead to War” 


MIXING OF SCHOOL-CHILDREN 
ADVOCATED 


The Rev. A. S. Reeve, Vicar of Leeds, in an 
address at Allerton High School Speech-Day, said 
that “any forn of anti-Semitism is, in the end, 
bound to lead to war.” 

It was most important, he urged, that “ there 
should be close co-operation between us and the 
Jewish people.” 

Leeds had a large population of Jews. ‘** They are 
loyal citizens of our country. They have done ex- 
cellent service on behalf of our land and of our 
cay.” 


hie understood that between one-fourth and one- 
third of the members of Allerton High School were 
of the Jewish faith, said the Vicar. He was glad 
of this because it provided an admirable oppor- 
tunity for greater understanding. It was essential 
that there should be understanding between the 
Christian and Jewish peoples, and the secret of it 
lay in-the schools. 

The Vicar told Tue JewisH CHRONICLE corre- 
spondent of his abhorrence of racial discrimination, 


and said that the persecution of the Jews was one 


of the most terrible features of the Nazi regime. 
and it would be a tragedy if it were allowed to 
survive. 

He considered that “it is most important that 
Jewish and Gentile children should mix together 
in the schools on terms of complete equality sd that 
they really come to know and trust one another. 
Children are surprisingly sensitive, and if a child 
feels that he is being treated differently from those 
with whom he comes into contact at school, it will 
undoubtedly leave its mark upon him for the whole 
of his life. 1 very much hope, therefore, that all 
schools which have a fair proportion 
children in them will do their utmost to see that 
this problem is tickled with energy; for the out- 
look for the future is indeed black’ if racial dis- 
crimination ts: once again allowed to appear.” 


Since the Leeds and District Jewish Children’s 
Convalescent Home was vacated by the Refugee 
Committee; renovations have been made costing 
over £1,000. The home is now ready to be occupied 
by the first batch of 30 children.

EDUCATIONAL NEEDS IN 
MANCHESTER 


The Council of the Manchester Talmud Torah 
Schools and Hebrew Education Board, at a recent 
meeting discussed the need for the extension of 
Jewish educational facilities. 

The President, Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., who was 
in the chair, dealt with the scheme for withdrawing 
children from county schools for religious instruc- 
tion in accordance with the Education Act, which 
is being prepared by the Principal of the Talmud 
Torah, the Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki.. 

Dr. Slotki said that the present accommodation 
was altogether inadequate. The Central Synagogue 
Branch, with more than 200 pupils, was over- 
crowded, and additional rooms would have to be 
built, by arrangement with the Synagogue, as soon 
as the necessary permit could be obtained. In 
the meantime a suitable house in the vicinity —

and Kent Street, 


districts in addition to those 
Road, Middleton Road, 
Broughton. 

The first steps in the formation of a North Man- 
chester Synagogue Branch at Cheltenham Crescent 
had been taken and the prospects of opening a 
branch in a Salford district were being explored. 

Hundreds of children, Dr. Slotki continued, par- 
ticularly girls, were still without any Hebrew educa- 
tion. When the Central Synagogue Classes were 
run by the Synagogue Committee the number otf 
pupils was about 30. When the Talmud Torah took 
over (on the day after Manchester's biggest air 
raid, when the main school was seriously damaged), 
they started with 40 children. The numbers steadily 
rose until the 200 mark was passed. With further 
effort this number could be doubled; so could that 
at other branches. 

Augmentation of staff, decent salaries, and the 
provision of social amenities in all branches, Dr. 
Slotki urged, were among the essential factors in the 
modernisation and advancement of the Talmud 
Torah Schools. 

Mr. E. Raffles, Treasurer, said that they hoped 
to induce the brightest pupils of the Talmud Torah 
to join a reorganised Teachers’ Training College to 
be run in co-operation with the Jewish Education 
Board. The locale of this college would be the 
main building of the Talmud Torah in Bent Street, 
which would also continue to house the Study 
Circles as a centre for Jewish adolescents and also 
serve as the headquarters of organised Jewish educa- 
tion in Manchester and its environs. 

During a discussion on the provision of Hebrew 
in secondary schools, Rabbi Dr. Altmann offered to 
take a class at the Manchester Grammar School. 

Mr.. Judah J. Slotki pointed to the advantages 
for Hebrew education through the Community's 
contacts with its children. through county schools.

THE REFUGEES 


BRITAIN AND THE REFUGEE 
Address by Lord Reading | 


Lord Reading, speaking on “Britain and the 
Refugee,’ at a meeting organised by the Trades 
Advisory Council at Friends House yesterday week, 
warned the refugees in this country not, to. be 
under any delusion such as that by some process 
all those refugees who desired to acquire British 
nationality would automatically become British 
nationals. Nothing of that kind would ever occur, 
he said. 

It would not be a wholesale but a strictly retail 
transaction. Who were the ones not likely to 
obtain naturalisation? Well, there were the very 
few who had spent a relatively peaceful war in the 
Isle of Man. There were others, also very few, who 
had in some way or other broken the laws of the 
country. There would be those who would want 
to emigrate, and there would be some who would 
wish to return to Germany. He deduced the 
existence of this last group, because there were in 
this country a number of movements or societies 
which purely concerned themselves with the future 
political standing and development of Germany. 
Incidentally he believed that those people who in 
this country had dabbled in German politics had 
done a disservice to themselves and their friends. 
They had given the most powerful ammunition to 
the enemics of the refugees. 


Meritorious Service in the Army 


Speaking on the work of the refugees inside the 
Army, he said that it had been worthy of 
the highest possible praise and commendation from 
the entire people of this country. At the outbreak 
of war many wished to volunteer and the only out- 
let permitted themi was the Pioneer Corps, which at 
that time was an unarmed; non-combatant body. 
Four companies, something over 1,000 men, had 
been in France before Dunkirk and came out with 
the rest of the British Army. Now it was a fully 
armed and combatant body, Many of them held, 
and very worthily, H.M. commission and not always 
in command of other refugees. Although he had 
kept in touch with their fortunes, he had never 
heard a single instance where they had not got on 
in perfect amity and friendship with the British 
troops, There were Colonels, Majors, and Captains 


amongst them, many with British campaign medals 


and. more than one with British decorations for 
gallantry. They had been the best ambassadors fo: 
the rest of the refugees. ; 

This country, concluded the speaker, had a long 


‘and high tradition behind it of sanctuary for the 


persecuted and oppressed. Certainly in the years 
preceding the war those traditions could not have 
been more sympathetically upheld and applied than 
by the then Home Secretary, Sir Samucl Hoare. now 
Lord Templewood, For that and his subsequent 
work in Spain the Jewish community owed him a 
debt which it would be difficult adequately to 
repay. It would take a lot to persuade him that 
this country would forget the British traditions and 
impulses of generosity and shut its doors against 
those who had suffered most from the enemy whom 
Great Britain had for five long weary years been 
bending all her energies to defeat. 

Dr. N;. Barou spoke on “* The Fight Against Anti- 
Semitism,”” and compared the methods used in 
America with those in this country. 

Mr. Maurice Orbach paid a tribute-to the Chair- 
man of the T.A.C,

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


KAVOD 


N the face of it, the motives which inspired 
Korach, the story of whose abortive mutiny 
against the authority of Moses dominates the 

Sidra of the week, were impeccable and entirely 
praiseworthy, In the first place, he was by no 
means a “ oes wolf.” Not only did he have the 
support of 250 of the children of Israel, but they 
were certainly not a rabble of wunrepresentative 
canaille. On the contrary, the Torah emphasises 
that “they were princes of the Congregation, 
the elect men of the assembly, men of renown.” 
Could it not be that we have here an essentially 
democratic movement, backed by public opinion, 
an attempt at “ government of the people by the 
people ”? Ihe complaint which Korach utters 
against the autocratic rule of Moses and Aaron cer- 
tainly seems to support such a view. “ Ye take 
too much upon you, seeing all the congregation are 
holy, and the Lord is among them: wherefore then 
lift ye up yourselves above the assembly of the 
Lord?’ Have we not here “an expression of 
pure ee ? All men are equal, all the con- 
gregation are holy, God has imparted His divine 
spirit to all. And lest n be thought that it was 
a movement confined to the aristocracy, a mere 
palace revolution, unsupported and rejected by the 
people, Scripture tells us that after the condign 
punishment which came upon them, “on the 
morrow all the congregation of the children of 
Isracl murmured against Moses and against Aaron, 
saying: * Ye have killed the people of the Lord. ”’ 
Then was not Korach justified? 

The Midrash supplies the answer to this ques- 
tion, It realises that in assessing the bona fides 
of political and communal adventurers, we must 
ever be on our guard to differentiate and dis- 
tinguish ‘between public utterances and true 
motives, between the honeyed words of diplomnia- 
tic language and.the base thoughts which they 
conceal, The Torah gives us only the former, the 
Midrash supplies the latter. ““ And Korach took ”’ 
— * he captivated with soft words which drew after 
them all the great men of Israel and the Council 
of Elders.”’ ‘But what lay behind these words? The 
sordid emotion of wounded vanity, of frustrated 
Koved-seeking, of pure pique All the other 
members of his family were being granted com- 
munal honours, and’ he was left out. The last 
straw came with’ the appointment of his cousin 
Elizaphan as prince of the tribal sub-section of 
the Kohathites. “ Said Korach, ‘My father was 
one of four brothers, Amram, Yitzhar, Hebron, 
Uzziel. Amram was the firstborn and of his two 
sons, the elder Aaron has become High Priest, 
and the younger Moses the Ieader of the people 
Who should come next allocation of 
honours? Surely the son of the brother next in 
age, my father? I am the son of Yitzhar, and ! 
should therefore be appointed head of the Koha- 
thites. And Moses has appointed the son of my 
father’s youngest brother in my stead, and he will 
rule over me. I am going to quarrel with him, 
and nullify everything which he has accom- 
pitshed.””’ | 


PUT is the Midrash mght in this interpretation? 

There can be no question of it. In aheir 
first encounter with Moses and Aaron it would 
appear that the conspirators realised that they had 
a greater measure of popular support than they had 
dared to hope for. Moses’s conciliatory answer 
was interpreted as a sign of weakness, and when 
he summons the leaders of the conspiracy, they 
refuse to come and senda defiant message. The 
mask is olf, the honeyed words of interesi in the 
“holy people” disappear,.and in place comes a 
Savage attack on the whole activity of Moses. 


“ Thou hast brought us out of a land flowing with 


milk and honey, to kill us in the wilderness, but 
must thou needs make thyself also a prince ove! 
us’? «Moreover, thou hast not brought us into a 
land flowing with milk. and honey, etc.’ The whole 
truth is revealed in a flash. . The movement is not 
progressive but reactionary, its purpose is revealed 
“to mnulhfy everything which Moses . has 
accomplished.’ 

Even if the interpretation of the Midrash were 
not historically true, it could still rank as truth, 
and perhaps truth of a higher order, for it is 
psychologically true. The whole of Jewish, and 
indeed of world, history bears out its essential 
veracity. Wounded pride, pique, and unsatisfied 
Vanity are powerful motives. behind those. who 
would usurp established authority. But such people 
are unable to-reveal the despicable motives which 


_ prompt them, and they mask their true intentions 


with smooth and honeyed appeals to the noblest 
.Senuments,. to democracy,. national honour, and 
justice. It is only when they. have achieved, or 
feel that they are within measuring distance of 
achieving, their objecis that they reveal themselves 
in their true colours and they are seen,as they are 


BY pride and pique may be justified and griev- 
ances may be real. Was not Korach entitled 
by the right of primogeniture to the honour: which 
he coveted? -Was Moses justified in passing him 
over in favour of his younger cousin? To- that 
Scripture gives a striking answer, all the more 
emphatic because i is. indirect. The rights and 
privileges of the first born, insisted upon though 
they are (see Deut. -xxi. 15-17) are rigidly confined 
to material things. In things of the spirit, i is 
merit. only that counts. For four generations of 
the Patriarchs, without exception that. lesson is 
pressed home, not in theory, but in practical facts. 
Ishmael was older than Isaac, but Isaac became 
the spiritual heir. Esau was older than: Jacob, 
Reuben. than Judah or Joseph, Manasseh than 
Ephraim, yet in every instance the younger son 
was singled out to be the hei of the spiritual 
tradition of the generation which preceded him. 
“For it is not as man seeth for man looketh on 
the outward appearance but the Lord looketh on 
the heart.”

take or continue further education or training. — 
scheme covers whole-time training at a university or 
other educational institution or in a profession or 
business where practical as well as theoretical train- 
ing is required; part-time training relevant to and 
taken in conjunction with paid employment: and 
refresher courses. . Applicants will ordinarily be 
required to show that by reason of thew war Ser- 
vice they have cither been unable to start traming 
or have suffered interruption of training or are un- 
able to resume their previous career. The award to 
a successful applicant will take the form (subject in 
all cases to financial necessity) of a grant which 
may, in addition to payments covering fees inci- 
dental to the course of training, include a payment 
for the maintenance of the applicant. In the case 
of married persons, the award may include an addi- 
tional sum for maintenance in respect of a wife and 
each child. The number of the form dealing with 
the scheme is P.L. 120. Applications (at present 
from the limited classes of those generally who 
have already been discharged from war service on 
disablement or médical grounds, and later from 
those who have been released from national serv.

AM. sure you will enjoy this story which the 
great Russian writer Tolstoy tells in one of 
his books. 

Once. upon a time, there was a King who said. 
to himself, “‘ There are only three things I want to 
know. If I can-tind the answers to these questions 
[ shall never make a mistake. The first is, ‘ When 
iS the most important time for an action?’ The 
second, * Who are the most important people with 
whom [ must deal?" The third, * What is the 
most important action | can do to them? He 
therefore issued a proclamation telling his people 
that he desired to find out wheiher there was any 
one in his Kingdom who could tell him these three 
things, the best time, the most suitable person, and 
the most important work. A handsome reward 
would be paid to the person who could answer 
these questions. : 

As you may be sure, people from all parts of the 
Kingdom hurried forward to give thew opinion. 
Some said one thing, some another, some suggested 
that the right time for action could only be deter- 
mined by. drawing up lists of things to be done each 
day.. Others contradicted this and said it was 
always better to wait and see. As for deciding 
which were the most imporiant people, some voted 
for the soldiers who heiped to keep the peace of the 
Kingdom. Others chose the Ministers, who ruled 
the State. And still others thought that the clergy, 
who watched over the religious welfare of the 
people, were the most important. But all these 
replies only left the King in a more confused state 
of mind than ever. 

Now there lived in a wood some way from 
the capital a hermit who was known to be a wise 
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man. The King decided to go to him and put his 
questions to him. Dressing himself in simple clothes 
and leaving his men some. distance away, the King 
went alone to the cottage, where he found the frail 
old hermit digging in his garden, and going up to 
him the King explained the reason of his visit and 
his search to find .out the right time, the right 
person, and ihe right action, so that he should 
never have cause to be sorry that he had missed 
any of them. 

The hermit listened without saying a word and 
went on digging until the King, sympathising with 
the old man’s frailty, took the spade from 
his hand and began to do the digging for him. 
Presently a wounded man came running up, clapped 
his hand to his side, and fell down to the ground 
exhausted. The King and the hermit both hurried 
to the man, attended to his wound, washed and 
bandaged it. and put him to rest on a couch. It 
was now nightfall and the King. exhausted with 
his work, fell asleep near the wounded man. 

Early next morning the wounded man awoke, 
and, seeing the King, was overcome with fear and 
cried out: “ Forgive me, O King!" Bui the 
astonishéd King replied: “ Why, | do not even 
know you, so how can there be anything to 
forgive? 

* But I know thee, O King.” answered the man. 
* Hearing that thou hadst come here without any 
soldiers to guard thee, L plotted to kill thee. But 
thou didst spend so long helping the hermit with 
his digging that I grew impatient. I left my hiding 
place and thy soldiers saw me and wounded me. 
But now, thou hast saved my life and if thou will 
forgive me, O King, } will serve thee faithfully all 
the rest of my days.” 

The King readily forgave him and prepared to 
leave the hermit’s hut. But before doing so he 
asked the hermit, * For the last time I beg of thee 
to give me an answer to my three questions.” — 

* They are already answered,” said the old man. 

* How can that be? ”’ 

* Just think,” the hermit replied. “If when you 
arrived here you had not taken pily on my weak- 
ness and helped me to. dig this garden, that man 
would have attacked you and slain you while you 
were alone. Thus the right time was when you 
took the spade from my hand. I was the most im- 
portant person and the most important work was 
to do me a service. But when the wounded man 
ran up, the important time was when you attended 
to his wants, so that he should not die. He then 
was the most important person and that which you 
did for him was the most important act. So, there- 
fore, you must remember that the most important 


time is always NOW, and the most important man 
is the one with whom at each moment we are in| 


touch, and the most important work is to do g 
to that particular person.” 

The King returned to his palace, satisfied and 
content, ani for the rest of his life sought to carry 
out the lessons that the old hermit had taught him.

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EDUCATION AND THE 
SYNAGOGUE 


Lecture by Dr. Isidore Fishman 


Dr. Isidore Fishman gave a lecture on “ Jewish 
Education and the Synagogue ” at Woburn House 
last week, one in the series “ The Synagogue and 
the Community ” organised by the Welfare Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue and the Committee 
for Training Jewish Social Workers, * Dr. M 
Epstein presided. 

Dr. Fishman, alter declaring that, in the main, 
the Joint Emergency Committee had been the one 
orgamisation which had succeeded in keeping 
Jewish education alive among their children. and 
youth in the hundreds of reception areas. as well 
as in the bombed cities and towns, gave a short 
historical survey of Jewish education in the past, 
and a brief account of the present Position. 
Hitherto, he said, the Synagogue had not always 
given practical effect to the oft-repeated professions 
of faith that Jewish education was the most 
important function of the. Synagogue. A study of 
Synagogue budgets during the five years preceding 
the war revealed that, on an average, less than 
10 per cent of* the Synagogue income was 
allocated to the Hebrew and Religion Classes. 

National standards, said the lecturer, demanded 
better conditions all round. Could they fall 
behind in Jewish education? It was encouraging 
to learn that there was every hope of their own 
communal institutions responding to this new 
challenge. But the provision ef finance did not 
imply the end of their problems, he added. First 
and foremost was the need to secure trained and 
qualified teachers for their various types of 
classes. In the past, there had been litile incen- 
tive to their youth to take up Jewish teaching as a 
profession. How could one expect able young men 
and women to train for a career which held out 
little hope of 
The standard of Jewish education thus suffered, 
and through it the Synagogue and the larger com- 
munity, 

But since 1939 the position had become 
much more hopeful with the formation of the 
Joint Emergency Committee which had proved 


that the only means of dealing effectively with 
educational activities in London was through a 
centralised organisation. This held out. the 


promise of Hebrew teaching becoming a full- 
time occupation. 


Wasting the Minister's Potentialities 


They had also, he went on, to consider the 
position of the Minister of the Synagogue on the 
teaching staff. It had been a general practice for 
the Minister to act ‘as superintendent witkout 
actually teaching in the classroom. : Since the 
primary function of the religious leader was to 
tcach, it was sad to contemplate that so many of 
their ministers—often through no fault of. their 
own—were diverted towards other activities which 
should be eliminated if they interfered with the 
hours set aside for religious instruction. 

Dr. Fishman then dealt. with the subject of 
what was the real purpose of Jewish education. 
During the past two years, he said, there — had 
grown up a number of Youth Study Groups where, 
for the first time in the history of Anglo-Jewish 
education, boys and girls from the ages of 13 to 
18 were studying Hebrew, Religion and Jewish 
History, But this, he stressed, only touched the 
fringe of the problem, for there were thousands 
of their Jewish youth with whom they were not in 
contact and thus the Jewish community: generally 
was being deprived of the active interest and ser- 
vice of creative and enthusiastic young people. 
It was clearly the duty of the Synagogue, in 
ihe. first- place, to msist that cultural programmes 
must. be included among the. activities of - any 
society meeting on its premises. Ihere Was no 
need to suppose that youth. was more immune to 
educational influence than to. other forms of 
activity. They could be made to understand that 
leadership of the Jewish community without Jewish 
knowledge was futile.

HINT FOR OTHERS | 


I hear of an interesting innovation which was 
made at the University services in the Oxford Syna- 
gogue during Shavuot. There are not, many people 
in England who observe the Tikkun Lel Shavuot, 
the traditional all-night service in honour of the 
Giving of the Torah, at which the beginning and 
end of every Sidra of the Pentateuch. every book 
of the Bible, every tractate of the Mishna, and 
similar materials are recited. It is in any case im- 
wrobable that the Proctors would have approved of 
the revival of this in Oxford. even if a quorum 
could have been gathered for the purpose. Instead. 
Ht was rendered in a contracted form during the 
Synagogue Service. After an explanation of the 
origin and meaning of the institution. the beginning 
and end of every book of the Pentateuch and of 
the major components of the Prophets and Hagio- 
coo and a passage from every Order of the 
vishna were read and briefly commented on in 
English. The whole occupied a little more than a 
quarter of an hour, and had an undoubted educa- 
tional value. It was an admirable exemplitication 
of how an old, half-forgotten institution can be 
vivified and adapied to modern needs. Next vear. 
perhaps, H might be copied clsewhere. :

DETERMINED TO FIGHT AS JEW 
Story of a Zionist Convert 


L/Cpl. Cyril Pundick, a member of the Jewish 
Brigade, who wa* born. in ‘this country, plans to 
go to Palestine after the war. 

, Before. the war he had no con- 
s nection or evcn interest in 
Zionism. His outlook was aliered 
by a number of incidents in his 
Army life. 

Just now L/Cpl. Pundick is en- 
joying 61 days’ leave at his home, 
20, Ruskin Avenue, Cheetham, 
Manchester, as he. volunteered to 
overseas again: after complet- 
ing 44 years’. service abroad. His 
shoulder-flash in blue, white. and 
gold bearing the name “ Jewish 
Brigade,”’ attracts much attention. 

He joined the R.A.S.C, in. 1939, was one of 
“ Wavell’s 30,000," and later part of the Eighth 
Army, and fought with Monty from Alamein to 
Tripoh., 

Entering a Synagogue in‘an Arab village near 
Tripoli, protestations that he was a Jew were dis- 
believed—as he did not speak Hebrew and had no 
distinguishing shoulder-flash—unti! he. recited 
prayers for the congregation, after which he was 
accepted. | 

The finest sight he ever saw, said Cpl. Pundick 
to a JewisH CHRONICLE representative, was when 
going across the desert early in 1941 he came 
across some captured Italian vehicles driven by 
Palestinians. This first contact with fellow Jews 
of the Yishuv made a deep wnpression on him, 
and from then on he was determined to fight as 
a Jew. | 

He achieved his transfer to a. Palestinign Com- 
pany, with which he went to Malta, from there 
to Italy, attached to the British Eighth and Ameri- 
can. Fifth Armies. Another. incident which 
strengthened his Jewish consciousness . occurred

The Slaughter 
of Truth 


NE of the first and most unfortunate casual- 
ties of the war was Truth. Those of us who 
knew something of the enemy were fully aware 

that the pervert'’s “ bible,” the infamous Hitler 
book that informed the entire world of its evil 
author's malicious intentions, contained the bald 
and brazen statement that it was by lying that the 
Nazis hoped to attain their wicked ends as much 
as by the much-vaunted force of the “ supermen.” 
And lie they did, to the whole world and to their 
own people, until the chicf liar destroyed himself 
and his family within a few paces of his long- 
misused microphone. 
But “the evil that men do lives after them,” 
and the foul murder of truth by the Nazis is 
likely to influence and confuse the world for many 
years to come. Lies. having once been pul out, 
eard, and accepted for so long, have now assumed 
a false currency as truth. And to-day it ts often 
impossible to sort out what is true from what is 
false in the information and statements poured out 
on to the world. For the subtlety of the evil of 
lying is that it achieves so much credence in the 
mouth of the deliberate misiniormer. 
in certain causes the issuing of false information 
has been wrapped up in the guise of “ propa- 
anda,’ a perfectly good word that as a result 
= acmeved an undeservedly bad reputation. In 
the name of propaganda, the Nazis not only justi- 
fied the lic, but deliberately suppressed the truth, 
misled the innocent, and misdirected the young. 
Nor has all this rished with them in their 
ignominious overthrow, but continues, unfor- 
tunately, even to increase. And so “ propaganda " 
has become, in the popular mind, simply synony- 
mous with a lack of truth, or at least a twisting 
of truth to the propagandist’s bencfit, sophistry at 
its worst. The matter is not improved by the 
spate of conflicting statements on any particular 
subject. or incident by opposing partics, a spate 
which makes the original Tower of Babei seem 
rest-home by comparison. 


General Disbetiel 


One of the first, and fatal, effects of the system 
of lying ss the gencral disbelief acquired sooner or 
later by the hardened hearer. As soon as’ a state-_ 
ment has been proved false the natural reaction 
of all people who once accepted it is to discredit 
every subsequent statement from the source whence 
it artainatad And they go further by acquiring 
a sceptical attitude to all publishers-of informa- 
tion Thus the lic gives birth to the twin evils 
of distrust and suspicion. 

The distrust that has taken such deep root in a 
world that has been flooded with lies makes quite 
honest people sceptical of truths that seem self- 
apparent For example, the Jewish people have 
told the world since the beginning of the Nazi 
regime of the horrors of the concentration. camps, 
which were an imitegral part of the Nazi system, 


and were introduced at the very outset of its 
usurpation of power: Not only were they dis- . 


belicved before and during the war, but even to-day, 
with the terrible corcrete and visual evidence 
before the eyes of so many reliable and authorita- 
live witnesses who have. investigated these places, 
and the accounts and photographs in ‘the news- 
papers, there are still innumerable people who 
persist in writing off the whole horrible story as 
just “ propaganda.” 

The slaughter of truth has even more disastrous 
results in the shaping of the polici¢s. of the world, 
which must be fashioned on information reaching 
the heads of States. If, as unfortunately seems 
often to occur, this information is not reliable, 
if it cannot be vouched for as the truth, the whole 
structure of the subsequent arrangement is liable 
to topple. And once the demon of doubt spreads 
from the high places, there is no stemming the 
waves of suspicion and distrust which must in- 
cevitably wreck any prospect of a. stable work 
order. 

How can the reign of truth be pncee more re- 
stored, and that most gricvous of all crimes, Hs 
dethroning, directly attributable to the Nazis. be 
expiated? The world has before it the very simple 
choice of’ condtict as laid down in the Ten Com- 
mandments. The exercise of truth and honesty, 
even though the immediate results may be less 
pleasurable to the uttercr than would be the 
plausible lie, must once again become the moral 
code of every right-thinking man and woman. In 
personal dealings, in public life, throughout the 
whole structure of society, the most rigid insistence 
on the value of truth must be enforced by the 
moral leaders of the community. 

No easy way out. by the “ convenient *’ glossing 
over of facts, Ne suppression, or over- of under- 
Ssiatement must for one moment be allowed for 
the achieving of the cheap and easy victory of. the 
1oment. . The lapse back into jungle standards 
followed swiftly upon the abrogation of the law 
of truth, And unless mankind is to remain in the 
subhuman state which the Nazis. have so widely 
brought into the social structure, truth must once 
again be revived, respected. and revered.
